What Is Kilowatt Hour? 


“What is a kilowat hour?” 
Hundreds ask the question every 
day, so here is the answer. 
A kliowat hour, %*ie term used to 
indicate the electrical unit of work, 
is a thounsand watt nour. 
A watt 
represents the rate of work done by 
one ampere under the pressure of 
one volt. 
A volt is me unit of elec­ 
tromotive force. 
An ampere repre­ 
sents the quantity of electricty which 
will flow thru certain resistance when 
one volt of pressure is applied. 
All set! 
Now— 
Voltage is equivalent to pressure. 
Amperage is equivalent to volume. 
The product of th*1 two indicate th** 
quality called the wattage. 
Line 
voltage for lighting purposes is on** 
hundred ten watts usually. 
An ordi­ 
nary 
e l e c t r i c 
lamp requires about 
five-elevenths of an ampere for pro­ 
per operation. 
Multiplying one hun­ 
dred ten by five-elevenths gives the 
quantity of electricity necessary to 
heat the filament of the lamp to in­ 
candescence. 
Tn this case fifty watts 
would he required, and if the flow 
continued one hour, tne meter would 
register fifty watt, hours of current. 
Burn the lamp for twenrv hours and 
the electricity consumed amounts to 
one thousand watt hours, or one kilo­ 
watt hour, kilo meaning o n e thou­ 
sand.

SHEEP RAISING IN 
COUNTY IS URGED 


Annual meeting of the Wise County 
Wool & Mohair Growrers Association 
was held last week in Decatur. 
This, organization 
represents 
an 
in dusty of growing importance in 
Wise county as proved by the success­ 
ful sales of the wool and mutton 
product that has taken place each 
spring for the last several years. 
One or two examples of success are 
submitted: 
Jim B. Short sheared a herd of 
one hundred and forty-three head in 
the spring of last year, selling the 
clip and the weather lambs of the 
flock for cash, $750. 
The ewe lambs 
of the flock appraised at a value of 
$250 and representing a part of the 
increase of the herd, were retained. 
Total, $1000 for the year. 
During 
this particular fall, winter and spring 
there was no expense for feeding, as 
the flock fed themselves on grain 
pasture thru the winter. 
W. H. Norton retained three fall 
lambs out of a flock; the remainder 
he sold. 
The lambs were given no 
special attention thru the winter, 
picking up their own feed and grow­ 
ing wild in the process. 
But in the 
spring the sheep were sold for $8. 
Total net profit, $38 85. 
No expense 
at all for feed. 
It is the opinion of the Decatur 
chamber of commerce and the county 
agent that there should be a few 
sheep on every Wise county farm; 
more than a few on the farms that 
are prepared to handle them. 
Sheep 
should prove profitable in many ways, 
as weed eradicators, as consumers of 
waste and easily grown roughage, as 
land renovators and as channels for 
the bringing in of cash from the sales 
of wool and mutton. 
So believing, the chamber of com­ 
merce and the county agent propose 
to try to give the members of the 
sheep and wool association added 
assistance in making the annual sale 
of wool around the first of May of 
unusual importance. 
On the day the 
wool is assembled in Decatur for 
pooled sale, it will be asked that one 
of the streets of the public square be 
cleared for this action. 
Some pure­ 
bred speciments of sheep will be on 
exhibition. 
A live stock expert will 
be asked to corno and tell the people 
of raising and handling sheep for a 
profit.

PROPOSED SOLDIER 
BONUS $2,000,000,000 


The proposed bonus to soldiers of 
the world w ar will cost a trifle more 
than $2 ,0 0 0 ,000,000 spread over a 
period of twenty years, according to 
the majority report of the house ways 
and means committee at W ashington 
on the pending adjusted compensa­ 
tion bill was made public Monday. 
The average former service man, 
under the term s of the bill, would 
receive adjusted compensation which 
would am ount to $382 in the form of 
a twenty-year endowment insurance 
policy for $9 62. 
The am ount of the 
policy would vary according to the 
age of the soldier and the length of 
his service. 
After two years, loans would be 
obtainable for ninety per cent of the 
value of the policy at the time, the 
loans on a $1,000 policy for example 
ranging from $87.93 in the third year 
to $900 in the twentieth year. 
The bill says the report provides 
for the following: 
1.— The fixing of the am ount ot 
the adjusted service credit to the sur­ 
viving veterans. 
2.— The payment in cash of Un­ 
adjusted service credit to those vet­ 
erans to whom $60 or less is due. 
3.— Provision for payment of the 
adjusted service credit to dependents 
of veterans who have died before 
application has been made. 
4.— The issuance of an endowment 
insurance certificate to the remainder 
of the surviving veterans applying 
therefor in amount aud on the terms 
hereinafter set forth. 
5.— The privilege of borrowing on 
such cerficates after two years, in the 
manner hereinafter explained. 
6.— Security for such loans and 
prevention of their being “ frozen 
assets” in the hands of banks by 
whom they are made. 
7.— The creation of a sinking fund 
sufficient to meet the claims arising 
upon the certificates by reason of the 
death of the veterans or m aturity 
thereof. 
8.— Estim ates for proper appropri­ 
ations to meet claims of dependents 
and those who are paid in insurance. 
The basis of the adjusted service 
credit to the soldier is the same as 
in the bill, which at the last session 
passed both houses, namely, $1 per 
day for each day of ‘home service” 
and $1.25 per day for “ over-seas 
service, ” not to exceed, however, in 
any c a se $500 for “ home service” 
or $62 5 for “ over seas service.” 
The veteran will receive the equiva­ 
le n t of a paid up twenty-year endow­ 
ment policy for the amount which his 
adjusted service credit plus twenty- 
five per cent would purchase at his 
age, and such insurance computed in 
accordance with accepted actuarial : 
principles and based upon American 
experience tables ol mortality, wit i 
interest at four per cent per annum 
c o m p o u n d e d 
annually. 
A table is 
a tt a c h e d to this report showing the 
average am ount of each policy. 
To maintain the sinking fund the 
committee says that the necessary 
annual 
appropriation “ begins with 
$110,SSN,564, which is reduced in the 
nineteenth year to $90,835,930.” The 
committee believes that an annual 
appropriation of $100,000,000 will be 
more than sufficient when placed in 
the sinking fund to extinguish all 
claims arising upon the certificates. 
The advantages of this bill, the 
committee says, are: 
1.— The creation of a sinking fund 
makes an enormous reduction in the 
u l t i m a t e cost to the government. 
2,_ There can 
no reasonable 
d is p u te over the amount required to 
make th** payments required by the 
bill. 
2.— Makes loans upon the certifi­ 
cates negotiable paper and for the 
first time provides a method to pre­ 
vent their becoming frozen assets. 
The minority report is signed by 
Representatives Tilson, republican, of 
Connecticut: 
Treadway, republican, 
of Massachusetts; 
Watson, republi­ 
can, of 
Pennsylvania; 
and 
Mills, 
republican, of New York. 
“We believe that the government 
can today best promote the welfare 
of the people by relieving them to the 
fullest possible extent of the present

Railroad Consolidation 
Is Discussed by Splawn 


DENVER ROAD HEN 
HAD 7583 FEATHERS 


WALTER SPLAWN. 


E ditor’s Note.— The article below 
is one of a series of several articles 
prepared by Railroad Commissioner 
W alter Splawn, which Messenger is 
publishing.

The second source of state aid con­ 
sisted of land grants. 
Beginning in 
1852 there was a brief period of 
special land grants to railroads. 
By 
the term s of these acts, when a com­ 
pany had completed five miles or 
more of road it might receive eight 
sections of land for every mile ol 
road that had been finished. 
In the 
year 1854, a law was passed provid­ 
ing that when a company had com­ 
pleted thirty-five miles of road for 
acceptation, it should be entitled to 
receive sixteen sections of land for 
every mile of road completed. 
This 
act was continued in force until 1869. 
Under it forty new companies were 
chartered, but only nine built suffi­ 
cient mileage to obtain land from the 


exchanged for the stock. 
City and 
county bonds were a fairly im portant 
source of revenue. 
The following 
were some of the issues for the bene­ 
fit of railroad construction: 
April 30th, 1873, Tyler voted fifty 
thousand dollars in bonds for the

In 1875, Galveston county voted 
five hundred thousand dollars worth 
of bonds for the benefit of the Santa 
Fe. 
It is doubtful if as much as one 
million, five hundred thousand dol­ 
lars was secured in this way before 
a legislature passed a law forbidding 
use of municipal credit for the bene-

The hen was dry-picked and picked 
very carefully. 
The feathers were all 
put in a box and covered with a 
cloth to prevent loss until a conven­ 
ient tim e was found for counting 
them. 
In counting, a small bunch 
of feather were taken at a time and 
scattered over a white table in order 
to separate them; 
then they were 
counted, one by one, much as a bank 
teller scatters out a mixed lot of 
small change and then counts it one 
or two coins at a time. 
It required 
about five hours to make the count.

Our Government. 


Walter W. Head, president of the 
American Bankers Association, in an 
address beofre Chicago and Cook 
County Bankers Association, said: 
"We speak 
reverently of “Our 
Country.” What do we mean? 
Are 
we thinking of the service which we 
owe to our country, of the love whieb 
we bear forit, or are wre thinking 
only of the protection which our 
country can afford us, only of the 
benefit which we may derive from it? 
Are we thinking of what we may do 
for our country, or of what our coun­ 
try may do for us? 
Much as we find reason to deplore 
nigh taxes, to lament the interference 
of government in busness, to con­ 
demn radicalism, our duty to our­ 
selves and our country requires posi- 
as weli as negative action, dy­ 
namic direction rather than static 
observation. 
We must be construc­ 
tive. 
"As business men we go before 
congress— with justification— oppos­ 
ing this bill and favoring th a t’ 
as 
business men, we decry the acts of 
"politicians” who are elected to office 
or who procure the election of others 
to office. 
Yet, as citizens of our 
country, de we fulfill the obligations 
incumbent upon us? 
Do we exercise 
our rght to vote— and when we do, 
do we alw ays place intelligence, effi­ 
ciency, and patriotism in government 
ahead of every other consideration? 
We cannot delegate our responsi­ 
bility in government to someone else. 
The mainspring of a watch operates 
thru a series of wheels and cogs to 
move the hands on the dial. 
City 
councils, legislatures, congress, exec- 
ufhe officials carry on the govern­ 
m e n t but the mainspring of govern­ 
ment is the individual citizen. 
The 
mainspring may transmit its Impulse 
thru elected or appointed officials, 
but the mechanism will not operate 
if the main spring is removed. There 
is no substitute for individual respon­ 
sibility for government.
